One  of  l..s  first  duties  after  arriv- 
ing in  Victoria  in  1P94  was  to  take 
the  old  steamship  Boscowitz  to  Port 
Simpson,  from  where  he  pushed  into 
the  Northern  Interior.  For  a  short 
period  he  was  postmaster  at  Blaine, 
in  1902  was  promoted  to  the  position 
of  fur  buyer  at  Victoria  His  success 
was  such  that  in  1914  he  was  en- 
trusted with  the  management  of  the 
British  Columbia  district  In  1921 
he  was  sent  to  Vancouver,  remaining 
there  until  his  promotion,,  six  year* 
later,  to  chief  factor  and  fur  trade 
commissioner,  with  headquarters  at 
Vinnipeg 

The  Northern  Fur  Trader  in  an 
editorial  at  the  time  of  Mr  French's 
retirement  in  De  ember  1930  paid 
him  the  very'  highest  tribute.  re-> 
ferriryj  \n  him  as  "a  great  Canadian 
who  had  well  earned  his  leisure," 
and  foreseeing  that  he  would  still 
make  great  contribution  to  whatever

selves  in  this  time  of  crisis,  and  that  it  will  rank 
next  to  the  Victoria  Cross.  It  will  be  the  insignia 
of  bravery  and  gallantry  in  civilian  life,  and  the 
"George  Cross"  will  be  held  in  no  less  esteem  in 
the  eyes  of  the  public  than  the  V.C.  itself.  The 
King  recognizes  that  it  is  people,  not  walls,  who 
are  the  defence  of  cities;  that  it  Is  they  who  make 
cities  great,  and  he  spoke  especially  of  the  reso- 
lute courage  and  the  undismayed  attitude  of  the 
citizens  of  Lqndon  in  the  face  of  an  experience 
that  has  befallen  no  other  city  on  earth  in  the 
annals  of  time.  He  believes,  as  who  does  not.  out- 
side the  ranks  of  the  enemy,  that  London  stands 
today  as  the  symbol  and  citadel  of  freedom. 
Although  there  was  sadness  in  His  Majesty's 
reaction  to  the  horrors  of  the  German  method^ 
of  conducting  warfare,  there  was  supreme  confi- 
dence in  the  ultimate  outcome  of  the  War  He 
asked  the  people  of  the  British  Empire  "to  put 
their  trust,  as  I  do.  in  God."  and  all  will  be  well 


To  be  logy  is  to  be  dull,  heavy  and  lethargic, 
and  it  appears  that  many  people  are  so  because 
their  sleeping  postures  are  wrong.  This  is  the 
opinion  of  Dr.  E.  V.  Allen,  of  the  Mayo  Clinic, 
who  suggests  that  one  remedy  would  be  the 
tilting  of  the  bed  so  as  to  bring  the  head  eighteen 
inches  higher  than  the  feet.  Dr.  Allen  has  only 
touched  the  fringe  of  the  trouble.  He  has  for- 
gotten those  who  sleep  *U'rtorau*ly;  those  who 
keep  their  faces  covered  up;  those  who  cramp 
their  limbs  in  the  sleeping  posture;  those  who 
sleep  with  their  faces  buried  in  the  pillow,  run- 
ning the  chance  of  asphyxiation;  and  then  there 
are  those  who  pass  what  should  be  hours  of  rest 
with  wild  dreams  that  leave  them,  tf  not  logy, 
definitely  unsettled  when  they  awaken.  Dr.  Allen, 
too.  has  ignored  the  old  provertj  "When  a  man 
sleeps,  his  head  is  in  his  stomach,"  which  pre- 
sumably means  that  his  sleep  depends  on  when 
or  how  he  has  eaten  before  going  to  bed,  or 
whether  he  has  eaten  at  all.  There  are,  indeed, 
perhaps  a  score  and  one  causes  that  could 
be  assigned  as  reasons  that  induce  a  logy  condi- 
tion after  sleep.  Even  Dr.  Allen's  remedy  as  a 
preventive  to  this  does  not  seem  a  cast  Iron  one. 
The  Star-Journal  of  Minneapolis,  USA.,  has  this 
to  say  of  the  bed -tilting  suggestion

The  Nazis  have  reached  a  new  pinnacle  in  their 
slaughter  of  the  Innocents.  The  sinking  of  a 
British  refugee  ship  in  mid-Atlantic,  with  the 
less  of  294  lives,  87  of  them  children,  has  horrified 
all  who  have  any  remaining  vestige  of  decency 
In  their  hearts.  It  Is  cold-blooded  murder4.  It  la

the  outward  expression  of  a  mentality  that  is  a 
menace  to  all  In  life  that  men  and  women  have 
learned  to  value  through  the  centuries  that 
have  gone.  The  deed  has  brought  home,  more 
closely  than  ever  before,  the  fact  that  it  is  an 
arch-criminal  who  is  at  large  on  earth,  whose 
purpose  is. wholesale  destruction  of  all  who  stand 
In  his  way.  No  wonder  need  be  expressed  that, 
almost  simultaneously  with  the  announcement 
of  the  sinking  of  the  refugee  ship,  the  German 
press  should  proclaim  that  the  Nazi  purpose  in 
this  War  is  the  annihilation  of  {he  British  people. 
It  is  known  now.  if  it  was  not  before,  what  is 
Germany's  war  aim 

The  cumulative  series  of  outrages  that  is  pro- 
claiming the  doctrine  of  Hitlerlsm  continues  to 
shock  all  right-thinking  people,  even  though  the 
barbarism  of  Berlin  has  been  taken  for  granted 
for  so  long.  Never  in  all  human  history  has  such 
Indiscriminate  horror  and  ruin  been,  to  a  greater 
extent,  the  sign  manual  of  bestiality.  The  Em-

There  ll.A„factory  at  Bermondsey  that  deals 
with  over  300  tons  ofold  bones  monthly.  Here  is 
the  process:  Firstly  the  fatty  material  is  sorted 
out;  next  sorted  bones  are  crushed  and  carried 
on  a  moving  belt  to  large  steel  extractors,  where 
bone  grease  or  white  refined  grease  is  extracted 
The  bone  then  travels  to  a  polisher,  which  rubs 
off  meat  and  fine  bone  for  animal  feed  or  bone 
meal  fertilizer.  The  next  stage  dissolves  out  the 
glue,  and  the  deglued  bone-  is  worked  up  either 
for  bone  flour  fertilizer,  either  alone  or  mixed 
with  minerals  as  a  supplement  for  cattle  food. 
In  this  factory  the  weekly  production  from  bones 
Is  about  00  tons  of  grease.  50  tons  of  glue.  100 
tons  of  feeding  stuffs  and  50  tons  of  bone  fertl- 
liier.  The  glue  Is  uaed  for  war  purposes,  includ- 
ing aeroplane  construction,  shipbuilding,  shell- 
case  manufacturing,  camouflage,  black-out  paint 
ajid  air  raid  protection.  Bone  grease  is  used  in

Another 
Montreal-bound  liner,  the  Athenla. 
was  sunk  September  3.  1939.  with  a 
loss  of  112  lives. 

NEWS  HEM)  BACK 

News  of  the  latest  tragedy  was 
held  bark  until  8unday  because 
other  British  children  were  on  the 
Atlantic.  Announcement  of  their 
safe  arrival  in  Canada  was  made 
here  this  morning  An  earlier  re- 
lease of  the  tragic  news  would  have 
caused  anguish  among  their  par- 
ents -and  there  was  enough  anguish 
In  these  Isles  tonight.

BRITISH  HEROISM 

Heroism  shone  through  the  dark 
tragedy. 

There  was  ten  year-old  Edward 
Colin  Ryder  Richardson,  a  wisp  of  a 
Wcl.sh  boy  who  tried  to  keep  a  spark 
of  life  flickering  in  the  nurse  aboard 
the  lifeboat  in  which  he  rode  the 
angry'  seas  for  some  hours.  Only 
fourteen  of  thirty-eight  persons  In 
the  boat  survived.  ' 

When  the  dying  nurse  asked  that 
someone  cradle  her  head,  little  Ed- 
ward clasped  her  in  his  arms  and 
said,  over  and  over  again.  "I  can 
see  the  boats,  nurse.  It  won't  be 
long  now."  His  white  lies  were  in 
vain.  The  woman  succumbed  from 
exposure 

Angus  Mncdonald,  the  ship's  car- 
penter, who  was  in  charge  of  a  life- 
boat, said:  "Even  when  the  adults 
were  moaning  from  the  cold  and 
sleet  beating  into  their  wounds,  even 
when  the  dead  were  being  lowered 
overboard.  young  Richardson  kept 
trying  to  cheer  us  up  He  was  mag- 
nificent " 

A  LITTLE  HERO 

The  little  hero,  whose  parents  were 
evacuating  him  privately,  and  Prof 
J  P  Day.  of  McGlll  University,  were 
amonc  the  survivors  of  this  water- 
logged boaW  The  professor  said 
young  Richardson  was  "the  bravest 
and  kindest  boy  I've  ever  win," — _ 

Thirteen-year-old  Eleanor  Wright, 
being"  evacuated  from  Sunderland 
under  the  Government  scheme, 
buoyed  the  spirits  of  twenty-three 
others  in  her  lifeboat  by  telling 
them  "Don't  worry  the  British  Navy 
won't  let  us  down."  Only  five  out  of 
these  twenty-three  lived  to  see  her 
promise  come  through. 

Other  passengers  told  how  Ernrst 
Sekulas.  London  publisher,  held  the 
stiffened  bodies  of  twodeaed  children 
In  his  arms  and  sang  to  them  so 
their  dying  mother— the  wife  of  a 
British  soldier  who  Is  a  prisoner  of 
war— wouldn't  know  they  had  suc- 
cumbed to  the  cold 

"I  didn't  know  women  and  children 
could  die  so  easily."  Sekulas  said 
He '  broke  down  after  saying  he 
rouldn't  be  Interviewed  further. 

The  passengers  also  placed  a  hero's 
wreath  on  A.  E.  Dowllpg.  an  Aus 
tralian  He  dived  from  a  lifeboat 
Into  the  chilly,  night-shrouded  waves 
a  number  of  times  to  bring  back 
children  who  were  washed  over- 
board He  never  thought  of  his  own 
safety,  and  never  seemed  to  tire 

He  pleaded  that  excuse— tiredness 
—to  escape  an  interview. 

MM.  AS  THEY  DIE 

Therr  were  other  heroes,  too— the 
children  who  sang  "Roll  Out  the 
Barrel"  as  the  liner  slipped  to  the 
bottom  and  the  captain  who  shouted 
Take  care  of  yourselves  now"  to  the 
passengers  and  then  went  dt 
hi*  ship 

This  Is  the  story  of  Miss  E  M 
Day,  chief  escort: 

"I  was  In  my  cabin  when  I  heard 
an  explosion  As  I  seized  my  coat 
and  lifebelt,  water  was  entering  the 
cabin  I  dashed  to  the  children's 
quarters  and  found  them  still  asleep 
"I  shouted  'Oet  up.  get  up!'  The 
children  obeyed  instantly. 

'Each  child  had  a  lifebelt  An 
officer  shouted  to  the  children  to 
hurry  on  deck  and  we  started  with 
the  children  behaving  magnificently. 

"At  one  place,  the  passageway  wu 
blocked  by  fallen  timbers.  I  couldn't 
budge  them  so  we  found  another 
way  and  scrambled  on  deck. 

"Suddenly  the  ship,  which  had 
been  blacked  out.  burst  Into  light 
I  could  see  one  little  girl  badly  hurt. 
The  first  officer  helped  us  to  life- 
boats. I  fell  twice  and  he  helped

Professor  Elliott  explained  that 
physically  fit  male  students  will 
undergo  six  hours'  military  training 
each  week  without  losing  lecture  or 
study  time.    He  declared: 

"We  will  look  on  this  as  an  in- 
tegral part  of  our  work.  Time  will 
be  taken  for  military  training  which 
would  not  otherwise  be  devoted  to 
study.  There  will  be  no  towering 
of  academic  studies.  It  may  be  nec- 
essary to  use  some  of  the  time  which 
has  previously  been  devoted  to 
games  " 

He  drew  students'  attention  to  the 
need  for  study,  and  referred  to  stu- 
dent self-government  as  a  small 
experiment  in  democratic  control 
He  reminded  the  assembly  that  suc- 
cess of  the  experiment  depended  on 
co-operation.

PREVENTION    OF.  THE  OREAT 
HIMAN  PLAGUE — MENTAL 
AILMENTS 

Just  a  few  years  ago  tuberculoaU. 
—consumption— was  considered  a 
fatal  disease;  the  patient  might  last 
for  months  or  even  a  year  or  two. 
but  the  disease,  would  surely  carry 
him  off  Similarly  with  diabetes 
and  prrnlriom  anarmla. — Today, 
tuberculosis  stands  well  down  the 
list  of  the  causes  of  death  and  to 
have  tuberculosis  is  no  longer  a 
death  warrant. 

Similarly  with  diabetes  and  per- 
nicious anaemia.  As  long  as  dia- 
betics take  their  insulin  regularly 
they  are  safe,  and  patients  with 
pernicious  anaemia  have  but  to  use 
liver  and  liver  extract  to  keep  alive. 

What  appears  to  be  an  even 
harder  problem  is  the  prevention 
and  cure  of  mental  ailments,  yet 
Dr.  Frederic  H.  Leavltt,  Phila- 
delphia, as  guest  editor  of  The 
Medical  World,  states  this  should 
be  tackled  Just  as  tuberculosis  was 
tarkled  and  overcome.  Tuber- 
culosis, the  great  white  plague,  was 
Captain  of  the  Legions  of  Death 
Through  a  campaign  of  education 
in  acquainting  the  general  public 
with  knowledge  of  the  cause,  pre- 
vention and  treatment,  tuberculosis 
in  many  places  has  dropped  from 
first  to  fifth  place  as  a  cause  of 
death. 

That  the  same  results  may  be 
obtained  in  the  prevention  of  men- 
tal ailments  is  the  belief  of  the 
medical  profession.  It  can  be  ac- 
complished by  a  campaign  of  edu- 
cating the  general  public  as  to  the 
cause,  prevention,  and  treatment. 

Dr.  Leavttt  points  out  the  excel- 
lent results  by  educating  the  pub- 
lic about  mental  ailments  obtained 
in  the  treatment  of  that  "El^t 
destroyer"  of  the  minds  of  young 
men  and  women — dementia  precox 
rslstent  dream  state— partic- 
ularly by  -  the  treatment  with  in- 
sulin and  metrazol  shock. 

Perhaps  the  greatest  advance  in 
the  prevention  of  mental  ailments 
is  that  the  family  physician  now 
recognizes  the  early  signs  of  mental 
disorder,  such  as  behavior  symp- 
toms, which,  if  corrected  early,  will 
prevent  the  growing  boy  or  girl  be- 
coming a  mental  patient.  The 
family  physician  advises  the 
parents  to  get  the  boy  and  girl  to 
play  more  and  mix  with  others  so 
that  there  will  be  little  or  time  for 
"day  dreaming."
